SUBJECT: 19 December Briefing of the Task Force for 
Intelligence Activities. 


1. Colonel Lane remarked early in the day that the remainder 
of the Far East Division would be relatively easy to cover, due to 
the excelient briefing the day before by EN r. major 
part of the day was spent in walking from office to office meeting 
the large number of FH personnel.
